Mazzini on the Italian Question.

The following is an extract from an Essay 
by Mazzini. tis richly worthy of perusal | 
tor its intrinsic excellence. 
ly interesting as developeing the radical prin- 
ciples of the Italian Revolutionist: 

It is not for me to give here an exposition 
of the complete doctrines of young ftaly ; 
but I hold it important to prove that our lun- 
guage to-day is the same of twenty years ago.

Whereas, The said Bacon has made _ his 
escape from Graysou county, and it is feared 
from Virginia; it is, therefore 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this 
meeting, and in the eye of a just God, that 
the said Jarvis C. Bacon is the murderer, as 
well of the said Samuel Bartlett as of the 
said three unfortunate and deluded negroes, 
Simon, Lewis, and Jack. 

Resolutions were also adopted by the 
meeting against purchasing “any goods, 
wares, or merchandise in any slaveholding 
States, until we have the clearest evidence 
that the people of those States intend to re+ 
spect and regard the just, legal, and eonstitu- 
tional rights of the people of the Southern 
States, in and to their slave property.”
